ANOTHER BILL. 

Mr. Burchard, of Lilinois, introduced a bill in 
the House this morning requiring National 
Banking Associations to receive legal-tender 
coins of the United States on deposit at par, and 
exchange at par, for United States or National 
bank notes. The following is the substance of 
the bill: 

Sec. 1 forbids National banks from refusing 
to receive at par United States legal-tender 
coins in exchange for National bank notes or 
United States notes, or from refusing to receive 
such coin on deposit from any depositor or 
banks. 

Sec. 2 proposes a fine of not less than $100 nor 
than $1,000 if any cashier, teller, clerk, or officer 
refusing to receive at par such coins, or refusing 
to exchange them for United States notes or 
National bank notes. 

Sec. 3 provides for the forfeiture of the bonds 
as security for its circulation of any National 
Banking Association which directs or permits 
any officer or employe to reture such coins of- 
tered for exchange or deposit, and provides for 
suspending and closing of the business of the 
banks as in the case of a forfeiture of the bonds 
of the bank for the payment of its circulating 
notes.

The Hon, Samuel J, Randa. Speaker: In pur- 
suance of the recommendations contained in tbe 
annual report of this Department for the present 
year, I have the honor to transmit herewith the 
draft of a bill to regulate the duties on certain 
classes of goods and for the other pa 8 specified 
in the various sections of the bili. he subject of 
specific duties upon silk goods and hid gloves 
was referred to in the report mentioned, but 
at tne present time this Department nas not 
before it such facts as will enable it to arrive at 
any definite conclusion in regurd to the details 
necessary to affix the specific duties on the articles 
mentioned. The Department, however, will at 
any time ve giad to furnish to Congress or to the 
Committee of Ways and Means views of ite officers 
and persons interested in the trade in such arti- 
cles, and furnish auch facis and figures as may be 
obtainable. The duty on sugar not above No. 13, 
as fixed by the till at 240-100 cents per pound. 
has been based on the daries coilected on sugars 
withdrawn for consumption during the two past 
fiscal years of the various grades of No. 7, No. 10, 
and No. 13. The average rate of cuty collected on 
these three grades during the three 
rears was 2 34-100 cente per pound, 
ut a portion of suger upon which 
these duties were collected was undoubtedly col- 
ored artificially forthe purpose of reducing the 
auty, and should have vaida higher rate, hence 
the rate in the bill bas been placed at a little above 
the figures shown by actual withdrawals for con- 
sumption. It is hoped that Congress will tase 
early action upon the various measures specified 
in the bill herewith transmitted.

THE AMEBR’S REPLY. 

Lospou, Dec. 9.—Following is the 51 of 
the letter of the Ameer of Afghanistan the 
Viceroy of India in reply to the uttimatum : 

Ke it known to your Excellency that I have 
received and read from beginning to end the 
friendly tetter your Excellency sent im reply to 
the letter I dispatched by Nawab Gnolan Hussim 
Khan. With regard to the expressions used by 
your Excellency in the beginning of your letter, 
referring to the friendly character of the mis- 
sion and good will of the British Government, I 
leave it to your Excellency, whose wisdom and 
justice are universally admitted, to decide 
whether any reliamce can be placed upon the 
good will, if evidenced by words only. But if, 
on the other nand, good will really e¢onsists of 
deeds, then it has not been manifested by the 
varieus wishes expressed and proposals made 
by the British officials during the last few years 
to the officials of this God-granted Govern- 
ment, proposals which from thefr nature it was 
impossible for them to comply with. One of 
these referred to 

MY UNDUTIFUL sox, 

the Ul-starred wretch, Mahomed Takoof Khan, 
and was containedin a letter addressed by 
officials of the British Government agent then 
residing at Cabul. It was written io that 
letter that, if Yakoof Khan be released and set 
at liberty, our friendship with Afghanisten will 
be firmly cemented; otherwise it will not. 

There are several other grounds of complaint 
of a similar nature which contain no evidence of 
good will, but which, on the contrary, were ef- 
fective in increasing the aversion and appre- 
hension already entertained by the subjects of 
this God-granted Government. With regard to 
my refusal to receive the British mission, your 
Excellency has stated that it would appear from 
my conduct that I was actuated by feelings of 
direct hostility towards the British Government. 
l assure your Excellency, on the contrary, that 
the officials of this God-granted Government in 
repulsing the mission were not influenced by 
any or inimical feeliigs towards 
the . British , Government. nor did they 
intend that apy insult or affront 
should be offered, but they were afraid that the 
independence of this Government might be af- 
fected by the arrival of the mission, and that 
the friendship which has now existed between 
the two Governments for severa! years 

MIGHT BE ANNIHILATED. 

A paragraph in your Exceilency’s letter cor- 
roborates the statements which they have made 
to this Government. The feelings of apprehen- 
sion aroused in the minds of the people of Af- 
ghanistan by the mere announcement of the in- 
tention of the British Government to send a 
mission to Cabul before the mission itself had 
actually started or arrived at Pesha- 
wur have subsequently been fully jus- 
tified by the statement in your Excellency’s let- 
ter that I snould be held responsible for any 
injury that might befall the tribes who acted 
as guides to the mission, and that I should be 
called upon to pay compensation for any loss 
they might have suffered, and that if’ at any 
time those tribes should meet with ill-treatment 
at my bands the British Government would at 
once take steps to protect them. Had these 
apprehensions proved groundiess, and had the 
object of the mission deen really friendly, and 
no force or threats of violence used, the mission 
would, as a matter of course, been 

ALLOWED FREB PASSAGE, 
as such missions are of customary and frequent 
occurrence between allied States. 

Iam now sincerely stating my own feelings 
when I say that this Goverument has maip- 
tained and will always maintain the former 
friendship which existed between the two Goy- 
ernments, and cherisbes no feelings of hostility 
or opposition towards the British Government. 
It is also incumbent upon the officials of the 
British Government that, out of respect and con- 
sideration for the greatness and eminence of 
their own Government, they should not consent 
to inflict any injury upon their well-dis posed 
neighbors, or to impose a burden of grievous 
troubles upon the shoulders of their sincere 
friends; but, on the contrary, they should exert 
themselves to maintain the friendly

Checkered Career of the Heir to the Afghan 


That time brings its own revenge has long 
been accepted as a truism, and gertainly its 
truth was never better exemplified than in the 
person 5 young Afghan Prince, Known to the 
world as Yakoob K The character of Ya- 
koob Khan shines from among that of all 
his countrymen, not only as the most able and 
the most intelligent, but also as the most court- 
eous, the most moderate, and the most refined.

Yakoob Kahn was born in or about the year

Routed there, they 
fled tor safety to Persia, where Azim died, and 
Abdertahmah passed on to Khokand and the 
Russian territory. The five years’ war had at 
last terminated, but its close brought credit to 
Yakoobd Khan alone. 

Since then Yakoob has been Governor of Ca- 
bul (1869), of Candahar {15% and, after a orief 
exile, of Herat (1871). In all these posts he ex- 
hibited the same great capacity that he had 
demonstrated on the feld of battle; but Shere 
Ali feated him still. He recognized his supe- 
rior, and he believed that ties of biood would 
prove but a slight restraint upon the impulses 
of ambition. b Khan is said to have in- 
trigued with Persia and to have uetted 
with Russia. There are some who declare 
that he bas loudly proclaimed his hostility 
to England, aud Snere All himself endeavored 
once to make him appear as a Russophile; but 
all these assertions are mere idle rumors. On 
the other hand, he certainly expressed in 1872 
to Capt. Marsh very friendly sentiments toward 
us, and had commenced the study of English 
in proof of his good feelings toward our 
country. Is was shortly after this interview 
with the author of “A Kide Through Islam” 
that he came to Cabul, trusting toa safe con- 
duct from Shere Ali, aud it was then that 
he was imprisoned, while his younger brother, 
Ayoob Khan, threatened in Herat, was glad to 
find safety in Persia. The debt Shere Ali owes 
his son has been repaid with the blackest in- 
gratitude, but the Ameer may yet make atone- 
ment for the past. Before the six weeks’ 
mouruipg for Abdullah Jan have concluded, 
Shere Ali, if wise, will have instailed Yakoob 
Khan in the Baia Hissar and publicicy prociaim- 
ed him his heir.

Ameer bas liberated his son 
Yakoobin consequence of the disasters to his 
forces received at the hands of British troops.

Mrxnzapotis, Minu, Dec. 9.—At 8 o'clock 
this evening the Anchor Mill, owned by C. A. 
Pillsbury & Co., took fire by much the game 
means which occasioned the great mill explo- 
sion in this eity last May. One of the millers 
went to the basement for the purpose of remoy- 
ing an obstruction from one af the elevators 
which carries the flour from the basement to the 
middlings purifiers, which are ‘located in the 
upper~ story. He carelessly placed bis 
lantern immediately in front of the door ef the 
elevator, when the fine flour-dust puffed out, 
and an explosion of flour-dust took place, set- 
ting the mill on fire, and before midnight it was 
burned to the ground. The mul was valued at 
$75,000, and tue wheat and flour lost in the fire 
at acout $10,000 more. It was insured fox $49,-

debt of his. Uniess I am utterly incapable of 
understanding the English language, I say again 
that be repeatedly urged those services ou me 
as a consideration Why I should discharge that 
obligation of his by doing something for these 
people in these cases, And I declined to do it.” 

„What do you say of his statement that be 
simply went to you with the sole object and 
purpose of obtaining information which might 
aid bim in arriving at a correct conclusion as to 
his duty in the case if he should afterwards be 
called upon to take any action in these cases!“ 

In your interview with him, he says that, 
before leaving Chicago, he reached the conclu- 
sion that these cases ought to go to judgment. 
Then why did he want to confer with me about 
them at all? Why did he meddle with them! 
They were in court. Why didu't he leave them 
alone He also admits that he had signed a pe- 
tition for the relief of these meu. Now, if he 
wantea any information, why didn’t he come 
and ask it before be signed that petition! Let 
Mr. Barber tell the public the truth now, and 
show exactly what big efforts he did make in be- 
half of these whisky men, by now giving to Tun

Barber is now 60 well satisfied, and was

| RICHARD J. OGLESBY. 
The election of a Senator of the United 


States, to represent the State of Illinois, is 
one of the legal duties to be performed by 
the Legislature at its meeting im January. 
Fortunately, the Republicans have a clear 
majority in both branches of the Legisla- 
ture, and consequently on joint ballot ; and 
there is no probability that they will fail, as 
was the case two years ago, to elect a Repub- 
lican to the Senate. Then, the Republicans 
lacked a majority on joint ballot, though 
controlling one House, and, failing to adapt 
their action to the existing circumstances, 
twice rejected the opportunity to elect a 
Republican, and forced the election by the 
Opposition of Judge Davm The party, at 
the approaching session, will, if united, 
have no difficulty in electing their own can- 
didate, without reference to the wishes of 
the Opposition. 

Gen. Orne, the present Senator, is a 
candidate for re-election ; and the question 
naturally addresses itself to every Republican 
in the State, Why should le not be re-elect- 
ed? A correspondent whose letter we print- 
ed some days ago, writing from Alton, 
summed up the whole matter in the simple 
and direct question, Why should not Gen. 
Octzssy be re-elected by the Republican 
majority of the Legislature? And his chal- 
lenge for an answer to the question has not 
been responded to by any one. The ques- 
tion is not asked in any ial spirit. 
It is not intimated that the party must re- 
élect him or be defeated ; or that he alone, 
of all the Republicans in the State, is entitled 
to the office; or that Republicans owe to him 
a personal allegiance which they can 
only violate at their peril. Gov. Oatizssy 
has never exhibited any spirit of this 
kind. Noone has known him to demand 
honors as a right, or to the exclusion of 

others, because of any claim to superiority. 
He ots has Deed an honest, zealous worker in the 
Republican party ever since its organization, 
and has accepted only such honors as were 
freely offered to him by the party. His 
friends never demanded anything for him on 
the ground that, unless he got it, ne other 
Republican should. 

Gen. OcGiEesBy was one of the founders of 
the Republican party. His hostility to 
human slavery long antedated the organiza- 
tion of the party. He never advocated, de- 
fended, or apologized for Slavery, and never 
asked others to do so. Like Lincolx, he 
always regarded it as wrong. Like Lan- 
comm, he opposed the extension of 
Slavery into the Territories; and, with 
him, believed that it should be 80 
placed that the country should know that it 
was in course of ultimate extinction.” He 
was one of the original plaintiffs who ap- 
pealed to the country from the decision of 
the Democratic leaders and of Democratic 
courts, that the Constitution carried Slavery, 
by its own force, all over the land. Ricuaarp 
J. OGLESBY was Dever counsel on but one side 
of that case. He never apologized for human 
bondage, and was content to be left out of 
office so long as allegiance to Slavery was a 
test for official recognition. 

He was one of Lincotn’s lieutenant’ in 
the great political campaign of 1858, run- 
ning for Congress in a district that had 
been four to five thousand Democratic. He 
was ufisuccessful by less than two thousand, 
and his defeat was considered a proof of 
great personal popularity. In 1860 he was 
nominated for State Senator in a strongly 
Democratic district, and triumphantly 
elected. He stumped the State for Lixcoun 
for President, and made a brilliant cam- 
paign. As soon as the Rebellion broke out, 
he resigned his seat in the State Senate, and 
was among the very first to volunteer in the 
War for the Union, and led to the field the 
second regiment raised by Illinois. His ex- 
perience in the Mexican War as an officer in 
the Fourth Illinois Volunteers fitted him 
for command, and he was placed at the 
head of that gallant regiment by acclamation. 


| His services during the War were con- 


spicuous for bravery and good general- 
ship. At the Battle of Corinth he was 
so severely wounded that he was carried from 
the field in an apparently dying condition ; 
but a powerful constitution and good medi- 
eal treatment saved his life. Many of our 
readers remember the 14,000 Rebel prisoners 
in Camp Douglas, that Guaxr's army gobbled 
up at Fort Donelson in February, 1862. 
“Old Dick” was one of the “ Boys in 
tue that helped to gobble those “‘ John- 
ties.” AS soon i de was able to sit on a 
horse, he to the Union army.asa

Governor ot Mlinodis, and this time by a vast 
majority. So bravely and so gallantly, 60 
efficiently and so honestly, had he borne him- 
self, from the beginning of the party, back 
in 1854, that the Republican Legislature 
with entire unanimity elected him Senator 
of the United States.

He was not considered brill- 
iant by the seekers of subsidies or the ma- 
nipulators of jobs. He did not understand 
that system of political economy which im- 
posed taxes upon the masses who earn their 
own living by the sweat of their brows, to 
raise money to distribute among office- 
brokers, claim-agents, and subsidy-mongers. 
He felt under as great an obligation to pro- 
tect the expenditure of the money raised by 
taxation from the hard earnings of the peo- 
ple, as he would if the money were his own.

The money in the Treasury 
had been extorted from the people in the 
shape of taxes, and he never was convinced 
by the lobby that a Senator should treat it as 
his own in the purchase of friends to aid 
him in personal politics.

A BACKWARD STEP. . 

Our Washington dispatches of Sunday 
morning last gave the official explanation of 
the late Treasury Department order touch- 
ing the manner of ascertaining the condition 
of imported merchandise under applications 
for damage allowance. Does the explana- 
tion explain ? 

The standing Treasury regulations on the 
subject are perfectly plain. They require 
the opening and critical examination of every 
package upon which claim for damage is 
made, as a condition precedent to the grant- 
ing of the allowance, Up to July last these 
standing regulations were systematically 
violated at the chief Eastern ports of the 
country, and particularily at New York. 
Upon the presentation of this fact by the 
Brxeuam and Hips Commission, Secretary 
SHERMAN issued the following peremptory 
order to the Appraiser at New York : 


Treasury Derartugent, July 6, 1878.—Srm: 
„ [also call your attention to Art. 511 of 
the regulations of 1874. This regulation 2 
that, as to package goods, no allowance of da 
shall be made in any case unſess the package is 
epened, in order thatthe question of actual dam- 
age may be ascertained. In some cases which have 
come before the Department it appears that but a 
very small percentage of the packages have been 
opened, and in other cages not exceeding 10 per 
cent. It is my opinion that such practice is fraught 
with extreme danger to the revenue, and an end 
should be put to it at once. ‘The regulations in this 
respect are clear, and should be faithfally en- 
forced, and no damage allowance made on any 
pas contained ina 2 unless such package 
suopened. . our officers will be held toa 
strict accountability for the performance of their 
duty in the manner above prescribed. 
Joux Suenman, Secretary. 


Five months ago Mr. Snznumax thought 
that the systematic violation of a regulation 
of the Treasury Department was “ fraught 
with extreme danger to the revenue,” and 
declared that an end should be put to it at 
once.” That it had resulted in great loss to 
the revenue there is no doubt. Some of the 
largest recoveries had by the Government 
under the Moieties act were for fraudulent 
damage allowances on pepper, one of the 
articles which the Secretary now exempts by 


name from the operation of the standing | 


regulations of the Treasury Department 
which the Secretary said, five months ago, 
plainly required the examination of every 
package as a precedent condition to the al- 
lowance of damage. Mr. Appraiser Durcuer 
found the new order of July 6 an immense 
relief from the annoyance of improper 
claims for damage allowance. During the 
month of August last, as compared with 
August, 1877, there was a falling off of thirty- 
eight per cent in number. 

What, then, is the reason of this new 
order, in flat violation of a standing regula- 
tion of the Department, —a regulation in such 
strict consonance with both law and common

They con- 
trolled the importing trade of those coun- 
tries by obtaining, systematically, excessive 
damage-allowance rebates on the very classes 
of merchandise exempted from strict seru 

tiny by the new order,—pepper, pimento, 
mace, and other articles. ‘They actually in- 
structed their correspondents to distribute 
raw hides through cargoes of pepper to give 
an appearance of damage where no real 
damage was sustained. In one instance an 
allowance of nearly fifty thousand dollars 
was made by the then Appraiser at New 
York on a cargo of pepper which, upon an 
investigation by merchant appraisers, proved 
to be almost entirely fraudulent, the actual 
damage sustained being only three or four 
thousand dollars. 

The claim of the Treasury officials that the 
new order is not a restoration of the old 
practice with all its known evils is without 
any foundation in fact. It opens wide the 
door to frauds. There is no reason why the 
articles named should be exempted from the 
rule laid down by the standing regulations. 
Dried fruite—raisins, currants, etc.—were, 
under the vicious practice of disregarding 
the letter of the standing regulations prevalent 
at Eastern ports, prolific sources of fraud. 
The same is true of bottled goods, such as 
pickles and the like. The new order, if 
especially devised to facilitate the granting 
of excessive damage-allowance rebates, could 
not have been better formulated. We acquit 
thé Secretary of the Tredsury of all pérsonal 
blame in connection with the matter of the 
issuance of this pernicious order; but re- 
spectfully call attention to it as fraught with 
the extreme danger to the revenue so sharp- 
ly pointed out in his e order of the 
6th of July last.

THE GOLD MANTA. 

The New York Wation is competing with 
the Times of that city in the use of epithets 
about the silver question, and never refers 
to the advocacy of using silver as money ex- 
cept asa “craze” or a mania. One of 
the meanings of the word mania is an ex- 
cessive or utiredsonable desire,” and in this 
sense, if not as indicating a derangement of 
the mind, the term is certainly more applic- 
able to those who insist upon the adoption 
of an exclusive gold basis for the monetary 
system, There is an excessive and unrea- 
sonable desire on the part of the money- 
lenders to increase the value of the funds 
on hand and the money due them, and they 
are utterly callous as to the influences which 
such increase will have on prices in general 
or the oppression which it will work upon 
the mass of the people, It was this mania 
which prompted the desperate resistance to 
the restoration of the silver dollar, which 
was demanded by the people as soon 
as the fact of demonetization was 
known. It was this mania which, failing to 
defeat remonetization altogether, secured 
such a limitation upon the coinage of silver 
dollars as to impair the usefulness of 
their restoration. It was this mania which 
urged the New York banks to make a new 
effort to exclade silver from cireulation by 
refusing it recognition in commercial de- 
posits. It is this mania which prompts the 
newspapers infected with it to indulge in 
promiscuous epithets as a cover to their own 
ignorance and the sophistry of their argu- 
ments. 

Of course the Vation sustains the banks 
in their refusal to receive the silver dollars 
for commercial deposits. It could not do 
otherwise and remain an organ of the 
money-lending (lass. But the argument it 
uses in behalf of their action is extremely 
lame and impotent; the substance of this 
argument 1s that the banks are right because 
the exclusion of silver is not a positive viola- 
tion of law. By parity of reasoning, every- 
thing is moral and commendable which 
is not expressly prohibited by statute! 
Another proposition of the Nation's 
almost equally astounding is that it 
wil be wrong for the Government 
to take any action compelling the National 
banks to recognize the legal-tender character 
of the silver dollar, simply because the Na- 
tional banks owe their existence to the Gov- 
ernment. This is what the Vation calls the 
“Granger theory” of charters, and it un- 
happily illustrates its ca e by pointi ig to the 
enormous outrage committed by some of the 
Western States in paseing laws to regulate 
the charges of common carriers! Is the 
Nation actually so ignorant as not to be 
aware that this interference on the part 
of the States was approved as lawful by the 
Supreme Court of the United States, which 
extended the application of a like power over 
all corporations of a quasi-public” charac- 
ter? And if a State, in granting a charter, 
has the reserved right to regulate the affairs 
of a corporation in such manner as to pro- 


States Government, by virtue of the charters 
it grants, a moral and legal right to compel 
its creatures and beneficiaries to desist from 
the nullification of its laws? 

But there is no reasoning with people 
given over to a mania, and especially when 
that mania is the result of selfish desire run 
wild. If there were, those people who in- 
sist upon gold as the exclusive money of the 
world might be made fo understand that a 
realization of their project would bring on 
universal bankruptcy. We have before us 
an article printed by the Saturday Review, 
one of the leading conservative journals of 
England, in which this fact is practically ad- 
mitted, The suggestion for the article was 
the alleged discovery of gold in the Madras 
Presidency of India. A report of outcrop- 
pings of ore in an area of twenty-five miles 
long by thirteen broad had just been made, 
and the article went on to speculate about 
the great benefits that would accrue to both 
India and England if the new gold fields 
could be made to yield $50,000,000 a year. 
It is not necessary to follow in detail the ar- 
guments which show how infinitely such a 
yield would contribute to the prosperity of 
both countries, so closely united politically 
and commercially ; but it is more to the pur- 
pose that the Saturday Review clearly recog- 
nizes the dangers threatened by the gold 
mania. After pomting out how much the 
demand for money has increased of late 
years by reason of the growth of industry 
and expansion of commerce, and how much 
the supply has fallen off by reason of the 
elimination of silver in several countries, it 
proceeds to say: 
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telligent demonstration, of the fact that a 
natural increase in the supply of money is 4 


blessing, atid a decrease is a curse, to the 


prosperity of the world. The truth of the 
proposition has been abundantly proved by 
the history of nations and epochs. All the 
Saturday Review has said of England is true 
of this country. Nrety commercial nation 
in the world is suffering from the disappear- 
ance of $350,000,000 of money, which is 
what the German disuse of silver to that ex- 
tent actually means, The further demone- 
tization of silver in other countries, and cor- 


responding shrinkage in the volume of 
money, not only might be,” but inevitably 


‘would be ‘‘serious,”—so serious, indeed, 


that the shock would be universal. A fall 
in prices is more injurious than a rise not 
only in some respects,” but in all respects. 
What the Saturday Review says as to the 
rents paid by the English farmers will apply 
with equal pertinence to the mortgages 
owned by American farmers; and the effect 
upon the manufacturers, merchants, and 
laboring classes would be everywhere the 
same, if the money supply of the world were 
further contracted. 

But this is the gold mania,—the excessive 


and unreasonable desire to contract the 


money supply of the world by the disuse of 
silver in a monetary capacity. It is an arti- 
ficial means of producing the very same con- 
sequence as if the supply of gold was sud- 
denly shut off altogether. It is precisely 
equivalent to stopping up the mines and 
preventing a farther contribution of the 
metals used for money. While Nature has 
been bountiful, the money-lenders would be 
niggatdly. Nature has furnished both gold 
and silver, but the money-lenders, having in- 
vested most of their capital on this double 
supply, would have it returned to them 
with the increased value of a single supply, 
and the consequent contraction. This is the 
gold mania,—and it is not enly unreasonable 
but disreputable.

President Hayzs, in his interview with 


“Gath” which was printed in the last issue 
of Tun Tripune; gave expression to an opin-

In looking over the list, who is so 
likely to be the man as Born, who recent- 
ly captured the Massachusetts Democrats, 
who are the most intelligent in the party, 
with scarcely an effort? Fzrnanpo Woop 
would like to be a leader, but he is on the 
down grade, He barely squeezed into Con- 
gress at the last election,—an indication that 
at the next one he will be left at home. 
Cox would like to be a leader, but he is too 
full of fun, and no one knows when he 
is in earnest. THurman, the great expound- 
er of Democratic principles, would seem 
to be the coming man, but he is slow and un- 
enthusiastic, and, as the President says, can- 
not make a stir.” As a stir” is what the 
Democrats want, and there is no man out of 
the Republican ranks capable of making one 
except Burizr, the President may not be 
altogether wrong in his prognostications. 
We are not inclined, however, to regard 
his opinion, that Buruier’s leadership will 
build up a considerable party and a growing 
one, as sound. The instant that Burt as- 
sumes the reins he will drive the Democratic 
party at a breakneck pace into the ranks of 
the Fiatists, or, vice versa, the Fiatists into 
the Democratic ranks. Whichever direction 
the driving takes, the complexion of 
the party under Bourizr’s lead will 
be Fiat, and it will be committed 
squarely to the issue of dishonest money.

Bourrato, N. T., Dec. 9.—Judge Daniels to-

W. H. Deveraux, Receiver of the Atlantic & 
Great Western Railroad, to recover

character against the Receiver, involving the 
whole property and the future management of 
the road. It is also important as maintaining 
the right of a State Court to adjudicate in the 
affairs of a line of. railroad running through 
several States. The Court also rendered jude- 
ment in the case of W. H. Taylor and W. A. 
Duuphy, gs Trustees, etc., against the Atlantic 
& Great Western Railroad Company. It 
denies so mach of the motion of the Trustees 
as asks for a modification of the order by which 
the Receiver was appointed. It is understood, 
hewever, that the legal fight against the Re- 
ceiver is to be continued. Some of the most 
eminent legal talent in New York and Onio has 
been engaged in the litigation.

CRYSTAL LAKE, 
Special Diapatch to The Tribune. 

Ever, III., Dee. 9.—The mysterious murder 
which occtirred near Crystal Lake on Thursday 
nicht last has created great excitement m this 
vicinity. It seems, that evening, three men 
were seen in tne road near the residence of Mr. 
Peet, midway between Algonquin and Crystal 
Lake, on the farm owned by Sumner Gales, for- 
merly known as the Dike Farm. Soon after the 
men passed by, Mrs, Peet heard a pistol shot, 
and gave it no further thought until the men- 
folks returned, and, soon after dark, a bright 
blaze on the back part of the farm revealed 
the fact that one of their hay-stacks 
was burning. The work was attributed to 
tramps, but none were afterwards seen in that 
vicinity. The flames could not be extinguished, 
and the stack burned to the ground, leaving a 
huge pile of ashes and smoking debris. In the 
morning young Mr. Read, a near neighbor, vis- 
ited the scene of the fire and discovered the 
body of a man badly charred among the ashes. 
The alarm was given, and the remains of the un- 
fortunate young man removed to Nunda to 
await the action of the Coroner. Coroner Pratt, 
of Woodstock, heid an inquest on Saturday, 
aud the body was examined bythe jury. It was 
badly burned, and was utterly unrecognizable. 
There was found upon the remnant of his vest 
which was under his body as he lay in the fire, a 
hook to a watch-chain, the watch and chain evi- 
dently having been broken forcibly away. A 
piece of a husking-pin was also found. There 
was a bullet-hole just over bis eye, and the ball 
had evidently penetrated his brain, causing m- 
stant death. The jury rendered à ver- 
dict in accordance with the facts, —t lat 
he came to his death by a pistol-shot 
in the hands of some person unknown. No 
person is missing in the vicinity of Crystal Lake, 
and the attention of the authorities was at once 
turned towards ferreting out the mystery. The 
most important clew was obtained from a small 
portion of a bank check-book found in the frag- 
ment of the vest. This book was nearly de- 
stroyed by fire, but a date was discovered on a 
charred piece of a leaf, and upon the ovposite 
side the name William.” Officer Lafayette 
Benthuysen, from Nunda, took this clew, and, 
proceeding to Elgin, it was ascertained that the 
date and name corresponded with the account 
of William Frost in the First National Bank of 
this city, and that $100 stood to his credit on 
the books of this institution. The Cashier re- 
members William Frost, and he is now missing. 
The account was in the savings department of 
the bank, and Frost has had an account there 
for a year past. Notices were given out in all 
the churches in this city on Sunday with a view 
of learning something of the family or 
friends of Frost. it was learned that 
deceased was a German, aud that 
his parents formerly lived east of this city, and 
he was au industrious, saving man. He had

1 Batch of Appeliate Court Decisfons-—Record of 
Judgments, New Suits, Ete. 


There was argued last week in the Appellate 
Court the case of Arthur W. Wigdette vs. The 
People ex rel., which involves the validity of 
the South Park special assessments. The fol- 
jowing is a summary of the argument made by 
J. W. Waughop, the counsel for appellant: 

The question was, Had the Soutu Park Com- 

rs power to make the special assess- 
ment in litigation! -It was made under the act 
of June 16, 1871. The original Park act was 
approved in February, 1869, and was passed 
under the Constitution of 1848, while the 
Assessment act was passed under that 
of 1870. The first Park act was sub- 
mitted to the popular vote, and 
by it approved, and the Supreme Court had said 
it could not baye been sustained without 
that consent. Under the present Constitution 
no such popular submission could be allowed, 
since all laws om the subject of taxation must 
be'geveral, and toa general law the consent of 
the whole people was necessary. The law un- 
which the assessment was made could not, 
gs a general act, become a law without the con- 
sent of the people, and, as that consent must 
be general and not focal, there was no authority 
for law, and it cauld not be submitted to 
2 of the park district for their con- 
sent to levy the assessment alter the adoption 
of the present Constitution. Tbat which couid 
pot be done ditectlx could not be done 
tly. That had been admitted by 
the action taken dy the Legislature in 
sabmitting to popular vote the constitutional 
relative to the Drainage act, which 
so amends the Constitution as to allow Drain- 
Commissioners to levy special assessments. 
: was rendered necessary by the re- 
eept doctrine of the Supreme Court that the 
grant of power fo cities, towns, and Villages to 
levy special assessments Limited that power to 
those ities.

AN EQUITABLE MORTGAGE. 

The case of Lipe, et al. ys. Witbeck & Lad- 
ington involved a question of some interest as 
to the nature and extent of an equitable 
mortgage. The appellants. some time ago, 
borrowed $12,500 of the appellees, giving their 
note for the amount and depositing certain 
railroad bonds as collateral security. They 
also made an agreement at the time that a 
mortgage seould be given on real estate, but in 
place of executing a mortgage the borrowers 
entered into an agreement in case of de- 
fault in payment of the notes at maturity, 
they would further secure them by ex- 
ecuting a mortgage which shoula be a 
first lien oh certain real estate therein described. 
The notes were not paid, and appellees filed a 
bill to foreclose this agreement as an equitable 
mortgage, on the theory that there was an 
agreement appropriating certain property to 
secure the notes, and that ag no time was speci 
fied for which the mortgage was to run it would 
have been due at once, and they entitled toa 
foreclosure. 

It was contended by the appellants that, inas- 
much as the instrument did not purport to cre- 
ate a present lien by way of mortgage on 
the property, it would not de treated 
as ad equitable mortgage. The Court 
below, however, found otherwise, and hela it 
to create an equitable lien from the date of 
the instrument. That instrument was filed for 
record, and subsequent to the date of filing, 
but whether before or after default in the pay- 
ment of the notes did not appear, the appcl- 
lants conveyed the property therein described 
by trust-deed to one Cole. Cole claimed that, 
as it did mot appear by the record but that his 
trust-deed was executed before default in the 
payment of the notes given by the appellants 
to appellees, his deed would take precedence of 
the lien if any given by the agreement in 
question. Also that inasmuch as it appeared by 
the record that no appropriation had been made 
of the bonds held as collateral by appelleesrand 
as it appeared that certain of the real estate 
covered by the agreement had been released be- 
fore the filing of the bill, that the decrse enter- 
ed below in favor of the appellees was errone- 
ous in failing to provide for the marshaling of 

he securities, so as to give him, Cole, the bene- 

t of the partial release made. The Court be- 
ow, however, beld that, as there was no evi- 
dence of actual notice to appellees of the trust- 
deed to Cole before they released portions of 
the vroperty, they were not bound to look al- 
ter his rights. The questions came up on de- 
mucrer to the bill, and the Appellate Court al- 
firmed the decree of the Court below. 

KANTZLER vs. GRANT, 

This was an action for damage for breach of 
marriage brought by Ada FE. Grant vs. Frank 
M. Kantzler? She recovered $500 damages, 
from which Kantsler appealed. The only ques- 
tions were as to the correctness of certain in- 
structions. The Appeliate Court held it was an 
error to refuse to allow Kantzler to show abso- 
lutely, that is without reference to any con- 
tract of marriage, that the plaintiff nad been 
subject to g Yenéreal disease in order to miti- 
gate damages. It was competent to show that 
the plaintiif had been a bad woman in mitiga- 
tion of damages, even though it would not be 
admissible in defense of the suit. The indg- 
ment of the Court below would therefore be re- 
versed and the case remanded. 

SPOONER VS. WARNER. 

In this case the question was as to the form of 
a declaration on a foreign judgment. The suit 
was on a judgment of a Justive of the Peace of 
Saratoga County, New York, and the declara- 
tion consisted of the common counts and one 


special count. A demurrer was filed to the | 


special count and overruled. The common 
counts were then dismissed, and an appeal 
taken the judement on the demurrer. The 
Appellate Court gaid that, in declaring on a 
udgment of a court of inferior jurisdiction, no 

tendment or presumption of jaw in tavor of 
jurisdiction was presumed, and all facts neces- 
gary to show it muétebe staved.

M’MAHON’S MURDERER. 


The Evidence at the Inquest Core 
roborates Previous Publi- 
cations. .

Hayward Held Without Bail on a 
Charge of Murd >r. 


The inquest in the case of Ja} es McMahon, 
the saloon-keeper who was shot C d killed early 
Saturday morning by John W. Hg ward, a stu- 
dent at the Chicago Medical Colley \,was held yes- 
terday morning at 10 o’clock by ‘proner Mann 
at the Cottage Grove Avenue tion. There 
was quite a large attendance Of students, the 
friends, classmates, and assoclat gf the unfor- 
tunate young man, the brisonet ud the sym- 
pathy which they felt for him wa anifested in 
the eager anxiety with which ey watched 
the proceedings and in 14 numerous 
expressions regarding him. ard himself 
did not show much feeling bey, a nervous- 
ness visible in his movements. "> declined to 
make avy statement, aud asked 14 few ques- 
tions during the giving of testi 

The tirst witness was ' 

F. K. RYAN, \¢. 
keeper of a saloon at No. 204 Cogtage Grove av- 
enue. His statement was much be same as 
that which he has heretofore mige to the news- 
paper reporters, and which is ‘qlpeady familiar 
to the public. He said that whép.alout to close 
up for the night on Friday then about 12 


o’clock—he heard some loud Mu guarrelsome 
talking just outside of his place, gng he started

He could not say Who fired the 
shot. In all he heard four shots. After the 
shot following the scuffle had been fired, wit- 
ness saw one of the men run north on the west 
side of Cottage Grove avenue, and another man 
following. They got out of sight immediately, 
and wituess saw a man in sbirt-sleeves walk to 
and fall on the sidewalk, and lie there till the 
officers came to bim and took him into the 
saloon. That's all the witness saw. In reply 
to ope of the jurymen, witness said that Mc- 
Mahon was a quiet, peaceable man, and never 
had quarrels in his place. Witness knew 
risoner. He had shown an ugly disposition in 
is place, and witness had 27 2 him to 
come to his saloon. He was ugf} about playing 
games,—pool, and cards, and billiards. 

In reply to questions asked bv prisoner, wit- 
ness said that the man who vursued the fleeing 
man came from among those in the street. 
Witness beard the first shot before ¥ saw the 
scuffie. By “scuffle” he meant the @isturbance 
which seemed to be going on in the street. The 
first shot seemed to be pretty close“ to wit- 
ness’ saloon. Witness had ejected prisoner 
from his saloon becanse he was in the practice 
of stealing pool-balls from his opponents, 
cheating at pin-pooi and cards,etc. Besides, he 
owed a little bill. ie owed @ little bill,“ said 
the witness, “and 1 told bim I would forgive 
bim if he never came to my saloon again.” 
Upon a ¢ross-examination, prompted by the 
prisoner and put by the foreman of the jury, 
witoess could not say that Hayward had ever 
played cards in his saloon, and thought perhaps 
be might have told Hayward to pay that little 
bill he owed and never come into his place 
again. 
OFFICER PATRICK 4. @LEAsON . 
was next called. He detailed the circumstances 
attending his connection with the affair. He 
said, in short, that about 12 0’clopk Friday night 
he was passing the corner of Twenty-sixth street 
and 2 trove avenue, and heard loud 
talking in McMahon’s saloon. He went in and 
found McMahon and Hayward standing 
“ forpinst the stove. He thought they were 
disputing about a game of cards, and heard the 

risoner say that “he’d be damned if he was 
foing to pay.“ Witness took a drink with de- 
ceased, and advised him to close bis saloon, and 
have no fuss about such a small matter. The 
prisoner and McMahon clinched,“ and wit- 
ness separated them. Then Hayward went out 
the front door, saying that he would see Me“ 
the next day about the affair. Alter the pris- 
over’s departure, “Mc” told witness that 
Hayward had been playing bis dirty tricks long 
enough, and he would have them no longer. 

At this point Dr. S. C. Pitcher was sor. He 
lived at No. 10 Lwenty-sikth street.” "He Was 
called about half-past 12 Saturday morning, and 
found McMahon lying on the floor at his own 
saloon surrounded by a pool of blood and bleed- 
ing freely. He gasped twice after witness saw 
him, and then died. He was then stripped, and 
the wound was found in the left chest, between 
the first and second ribs. A short probe showed 
that the ball took a downward course, entering 
the chest cavity and the lungs. Witness was 
shown a bullet, which he said would surely cause 
death if it passed through the pulmonary artery 
and the lungs. 

The examination of Officer Gleason was then 
resumed. After Hayward had gone out of the 
saloon witness went out the side door and 
walked along Twenty-sixth street. He had 
gone pot more than ten steps when he heard a 
shot fired on Cottage Grove avenué. He ran 
back to the corner, and both men, McMahon 
aud Hayward, were in the street. Before he 
reached them the last shot was fired by the 
prisoner (identitying him), who started to run, 
witness following, firing two shots at him. 
Hayward stopped and held up both hands, and 
witness, after taking a revolver away from him, 
led him to the station. Witness broduced his 
own pistol, saying that it was the oe with which 
he fired at Hayward, and the only one which 
he carried that night. 

Corover Mann bere exhibited a bullet which 
he said he had seen cut from the y of the 
deceased. A comparison of the bullßts of the 
two revolvers showed that the buliét cut from 
McMahon could not have come from witness’ 
revolver; and that it just fitted the weapon 
taken from the prisoner. 4 

In the saloon, witness continued, be had seen 
a little scuffle between Me end the prisoner, 
and the only blow be had seen struck was by 
Me Mahon, who hit prisoner on th back just be- 
iow the neck. 

AUGUST C. ARCH,

The written evidence of Dr. Geiger, County 
Physician, to the effect that McMahon had been 
examined by him, and that deceased had died 
from internal hemorrhage, was read by Cor- 
oner Mann. 

THE VERDICT. 

The evidence closed, the case was given to 
the jury, who, after a consultation of about 
twenty minutes, returned a verdict to the effect 
that James McMahon came to his death from 
internal hemorrhage caused by a bail snot from 
a pistol in the hands of John W. Hayward, 
ne that the jury recommended that 
the said Hayward be held witnont bail 
to await the action of the Grand Jury. The 
prisoner was transferred yesterday afternoon 
from the Cottage Grove Avenue Station to the 
County Jail. 

The father of the young man arrived from 
Fond du Lec, Wis., yesterday morning. He is 
quite an aged man, apd bears letters to Mr. 
Perry H. Smith, whom he says he knew in years 
long gone by, and upon whom he relied for as- 
sistance in getting bail for his son.

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LOCAL POLITICS. 
KERN’S RECOUNT. 

A conference of the persons interested in the 
proposed proceediugs for a recounting of the votes 
cast at the recent election for the candidates for 
Sheriff of this county was held yesterday im the 
law-office of Col. Edmund Juessen, corner of La- 
Salle and Adams streets, at which that gentleman 
was present as attorney in the matter. The Hon. 
John C. Richberg appeared as Chairman of the Dem- 
ocratic Executive Committee, and there were present 
besides G. G. Dixon, late Greenback candidate for the 
Surievalty, und Joan F. Scanlan and a Mr. Couper. 
The result of the meeting—ae stated by Col. J ues- 
sen—was that they wanted the specific facts ou 
which to base a bill, to be filed in the County Court. 
for a recounting of the votes, The representatives 
of the Greenback party stated that they could pro- 
duce evidence to show that_the count had not been 
fairly made in certain precincts, and in one par- 
ticularly a Greenbacker had tailied the vote, and 
instead of it being fifty, as returned, it ought to 
have been 150. It was also said that 
several other like facts couid be shown, 
and the gentlemen came to the conclusion 
tha. they would endeavor to ascertain additional 
facts, and compare notes at another consultation 
to be held this afternoon at 4.0'clock. 

In reply to inguiries, Col. Juessen said that they 
could produce evidence in the matter that would 
warrant a recounting of the ballots, independent 
of the result on the bond-question count. and their 
desire was not to oust Mr. Hoffmann and put Mr. 
Kern in his place; they wanted a fair count—taat 
was all. They could, he said, raise the question 
whetner or not Mr. Hoffmann was eligible for the 
office, but they would not allege that; they would 
try the matter on the sincie issue of the counting 
of the votes, and if taey succeeded the election 
would simply de declared veid. 

The proceedings in the case will be eommenced 
dy filing a biil in chancery in the Circuit Court, and 
thereupon a summons wii) be issued and served on 
Sneriff Hoffmann, and the evidence taxen and the 
case tried in the same manner as other chancery 
cases. The gentlemen have thirty days from the 
time the official vote was counted in which to file 
their bill, and they will probably have the document 
ready in a few days.

THE CONTESTED ELECTION-CASE. 

The taking of testimony in the contest between 
Abner Taylor and George White, Senator-elect 
from the First District on the face of the returns, 
was to have begun yesterday morning at the office 
of H. Lincoln, Notary Public, Room 32, No. 84 
La lle street. County Clerk Klokke responded 
to the subpeena issued for him, but brought no 
books or papers: Neither of the contestants was 
present, but Omar Bushnell appeared for Taylor.

resent Mr. Munn, who is White’s lawyer. Mr. Pope 
said Mr. Munn vas engaged in a trial at the Criminal 
Court, and desired an adjournment until 1 o'clock, 
This was agreed to. At the hour mentioned Klokke 
was busy getting up his report to the County Board, 
80 it was Zo'’clock before the parties got together 
again. A further postponement was then asked 
for by Mr. Pope, since Mr. Munn could not 

ivoiy get away from the trial of Mrs. Clark and 
st. Peter, and bis presence at the taking of testi- 
mony was necessary. Mr. Bushnell offered no ob- 
jection, and the matter accordingly went over un- 
til 9 o'clock Saturday morning.

The officer before whom deposi- 
tions are taken shall have power to compel the 
production of papers and the attendance of wit- 
ness, and the same proceedings may be nad to 
compel the attendance of witnesses as are provided 
in the case of depositions to be used in courts of 
law and equity.” Should Klokke adhere to his de-

CHARTER OAK. 
There Are No Eeeleses,“ There Was No Bat- 

tle of Lookout Mountain, There Was No 

Such General as Hooker, and There Has 

Been No such Insurance Company as 

Charter Oak, at Least It Can't Be Proven. 

Special Diapatch to The Tribune. 

HaRTFORD, Conn., Dec. 9.—In the Charter 
Oak conspiracy trial this afternoon, the defense 
achieved another victory. The prosecution had, 
on Friday, moved to amend the last two counts 
of the indictment so as to correct the name of 
the Insurance Company thereon, and to this the 
defense objected, as against their legal rights. 
Judge tiovey to-day decided that the third 
count could not legally be amended at this 
stage of the case, and consequently it is thrown 
out. The Court said, as to this count, that the 
proposed amendment makes this count practi- 
cally a pew indi¢tment, and that. if the defense 
bad not taken exceptions, he would, in charging 
the jury, have felt it a duty to charge that 
no case had been proven on this count, because 
the essential part of the allegation had not been 
proven,—that is, the existence of a corboration 
whose policy-holders were alleged to have been 
deceived and defrauded. The effect of throw- 
ing this out is to save the defendants the task 
of answering the charge that thev conspired in 
November, 1875, to obtain control of the Com- 
pany for the purpose of handling the assets to 
enrich themselves at the expense of the policy- 
holders. As to the second count, the Court de- 
cided to allow the amendment, not to operate, 
however, to the prejudice of the rights 
of the accused under the statute of lim- 
itations. The count alleges a conspiracy to 
deceive the Insurance Commissioner by a false 
return of the Company's condition, representupg 
it solvent when there was a large deficieacy iu 
its assets. Halsey Stevens, Secretary of the 
Company, recalled for the prosecution, testitied 
that in December, 1875, a controlling stock in- 
terest was trausferred to Furber and his asso- 
ciates, and on the 9th of that mouth E. R. Wiggin 
was elected acting President. The prosecution 
requested the production of the famous Furber 
contract, ander which Furber contributed 8500, 
000 assets to make the Company solvent and 
satisfactory to the insurauce Department, and 
agreed to take as remuneration a percentage on 
the future earnings of the Company 
for five years. This arrangement 
was necessary to prevent creativg 
a liability to the amount of debt due Furber for 
assets contributed, aad by which the Company 
would be no better off than before. The de- 
fense objected, but the document was admitted 
in evidence. Next was produced another con- 
tract to pay Vice-President White $5,000 salary 
and 2}¢ per cent of the future earnings for five 
years. The prosecution next went into an ex- 
amination of the bonds and mortgages held by 
the Company when Furberassumed control, and 
also of the Alien, Stephens & Co. contract, but 
or documents Were not at hand, and the Court
